I guess tfaey are feeling pretty 
blue about this time. Well I guess I 
will close for tliis time, dont worry 
about me I am in the finest of healtJ 
and in x no danger. I like it better 
here than I did when I was 'in Camp 
in the states I wish I could talk this 
lingo. I guess if I stay here lomg e- 
nough I will be able to talk it some 
Well I will say goodVby for this time 
hoping to hear from you soon.

- CHRISTMAS PARCEL. 


Only one Christmas parcel can be 


sent to each soldier or marine in the 
Expeditionary Forces. 


No parcel will be accepted for mail 


ing unless accompained by a Christ 
mas parcel label received from a 
soldier abroad. . 


These labels are"- not expected to 


reach this country before November 
1st. Labels that are lost cannot be 
duplicated. . 


When you receive your Christmas 


parcel laibel from your soldier over 
seas take it to a Red Cross center 
and receive a carton and a circular 
of instructions Fill the carton with 
your Christmas gifts and take the 
filled carton, unwrapped, to a Red 
Cross inspection station, where the 
contents will be examined, the parcel 
weighed, wrapped and sealed with 
an inspection label. 


The parcel unwrapped must not 


weigh more than two pounds, fifteen 
ounces. It' it weight more than that 
some article must be removed. The 
Christmas paicel label will then be 
attached, the amount ot postage de 
termined and affixed and the Red 
Cross will deposit the parcel with 
the Post Ofhce authoi ities Postage 
sufficient to carry the parcel to Ho 
iboken' N J at fourth class or parcel 
post zone lates ib all that is icquired 
Xo message or writing of any kind 
will be allowed to go in the parcel. 


\Viai) your gifts in a Khaki colored 


handkerchief Mail youi paicel on or 
before November 20th 
Do not put 


in to the Christmas parcel any of the 
articles baired by the Post Office 
regulations as set forth in P D 129. 
such as poisons, spirituous liquors 
fragile articles, liquids, etcetera.

Bedford had a lively time on Mon- 


day evening celebrating the news ot 
the Armistice. On Thursday before 
we had fake news from Johnstown 
which made people a little skeptical 
at first as to the authenticity of the 
news on' Monday but a little at a time 
came in from Washington stating 
that the President confirmed the re- 
5>ort, or rather the 
President ha* 


sent it out Monday mornin'g himself 
and when the people found out that 
the word was golden the town went 
wild. Church bells rang for hours, 
whistles blew and tin1 horns of the 
boys as well as the cow bells of the 
town added to the celebration of the 
good news. Nothing was left undone 
to let everybody know that peace had 
come on earth again, that the Kaiser 
had abdicated and fled the country 
to Holland along -with his 'family and 
cabinet. These are great days for 
evevrybody concerned especially poor 
Belgium and France and we might 
add Englan'd for if the United States 


id not entered the fight on the side 


of the Allies, 
the German 
army 


would have devestated France and 
would have made raids on Englan'd 
by this time . 


We are not a ravenous people. In 


fact we .hold the scales of justice in 
our hands and we pride ourselves of 
that fact so all we need, to do now. 
and that is en'ough, is to sober down 
to the extreme situation of restoring 
order and rebuilding that which has 
been torn down, even the good will 
of the peoples of the earth and hav 
no feelin'g of enimity against any one 
except .is to punish the ones, justly 
whose autocratic principles and dom- 
inating ru'e caused this great calam- 
ity to be fostered upon us, and the 
chief one of them is the Kaiser. Let 
•his step forward to be tried 
by a 


jury of twelve of our countrymen' and 
meet his fate at our hands as he has 
visited uipon us the necessity of putt- 
ing som any of our 
loved ones to 


death. 


Thousands of mothers of the land 


who have prayed for months for th» 
war to cease and that her boy might 
be saved has rejoiced at the news or 
the cessation 
of hostilities 
These 


prayers in most cases have been an- 
swred and their sons will return but 
thousands of mothers will never sea 
their sons again an'd thousands more 
will see them maimed and crippled 
for life. It is this aspect of the war 
which caused Sherman to say 
that 


WAR IS HELL. 


We must still remember that while 


war is over our boys are still over 
on the other side that they must ev- 
entually b brought home must be 
clothed and cared for while there 
waiting 
for 
further 
developemnts 


and must 'b surrounded by the best 


i facilities while there to keep away di- 
sease and famine such as has follow- 
' ed in past wars when everybody re- 
laxed ibehevmg that when shooting 
stopped bayonets were properly shet- 
thed and helmets were thrown otf 
that all was normal. But it isn't so. 
We must be vigilant and prudent and 
sacrificing to the last until each and 
every /boy comes home. No laxity yet 
Indeed we must have at last one 
more Liberty Loan if not two and 
we must gp on with our War Work 
Drive. We must make clothing am 
knit, and do all that and more than 
we ever did. The task is not over 
but we are thankful that no more 
will meet death at the hands of the 
sword.

WINS BEG ARMISTICE TERMS 


EwtUoarie* Qo to Marshal Focb Bear 


tng White Flag—While Conference 
! 


Is Held Allied Armies Contin- 


ue to Smash the Enemy.

.The great war Is virtually ended. 


. At the time of writing hostilities had 
not ceased, but the plenipotentiaries 
«f Germany had crossed the lines to a 
point near Guise, bearing a white flag, 
and were there considering the armis- 
tice terms offered them by Marshal 
yoch. That they would be compelled 
to accept these terms was considered 
a 'foregone conclusion. 


Though the terras of the armistice 


•had not been made public, those grant- 
'ed to Austria and Turkey proved that 
Germany would be forced to accept 
terms that meant unconditional sur- 
render, with all that implies. The al- 
lies were in a position to refuse to 
listen ,to anything short of that. Pres- 
ident Wilson had notified the German 
•Mgh command that it would have to 
ask terms from Marshal Foch In the 
Held, and in consequence Mathias Erz- 
berger, General Wlnterfeld, Count von 
Oberndorff, General von Gruenell and 
.Naval Captain von Salow carried the 
white fl5JL.to..m*« *s^irU.8f*nio_o' tne 


allies. Whether they were fully em- 
1-powered to aet for Germany was not 
stated,- but it was supposed that if it 
were nece.ssary to submit the terms to 
the reichstag, such action would be in 
the nature of a formality. 


Thus, after four years and three 


months of terrible conflict, the great 
war, Involving directly most of the na- 
tions of the globe, has come to a close 
with the utter defeat of Germany and 
her allies, the complete failure of the 
gigantic conspiracy to force upon the 
world the rule of militaristic autocracy. 


At the expense of millions of lives 


and billions of treasure the reign of 
democracy 
has 
been 
established 


throughout the world. The price has 
not been too great, for the victorious 
nations, and perhaps some of the con- 
quered, have been . regenerated by the 
blood they hay* shed and the gold they 
have spent. 


Her military front in the west col- 


lapsing, her home front breaking down^ 
her people ready to revolt and her 
troops forming Soviets after the fash- 
ion of the Russian bolshevlkl, Germany 
had to give up the struggle. Had the 
army commanders had their way, prob- 
ably the fighting would have been con- 
tinued for a short time longer, though 
hopelessly. But the internal changes 
had actually'given the people a power 
they never before had enjoyed, and 
they brought It to bear in a way that 
compelled the militarists to make a 
speedy peace. The revolt of the armed 
forces already had begun in Hamburg- 
and Kiel and also in Schleswig, and it 
was reported that the revolutionists 
had gained control of the entire Ger- 
man fleet.

And now for the peace conference. 


The first question is the place where 
the momentous meeting shall be held.

two modifications which have been 
accepted by him. These are that repa- 
ration by Germany shall include com- 
pensation for all damage done to the 
civiliaxi population of the allies and 
their property by the Germans by land, 
by sea, and from the air; and that the

The Socialists 
wanted to oust him as a symbol of the 
militaristic system that has brought

I man empire, which Is so threatened 


Just now. That they have reason to 
fear the growing separatist movement 
is evidenced by the Munich journals, 
which" openly advocate the separation 
of Bavaria from the empire.

The allied commanders in France 


and Belgium gave no sign that they 
knew armistice negotiations were un- 
der way and the end of the war at 
hand. 
Not for one second did .they 


cease their furious attack on the arm- 
ies of the Huns, and the result was 
that before the end of the week the 
latter were facing the most complete 
disaster that could overtake them. 
The fighting raged all along the front 
from Ghent, which was surrounded and 
taken by the British, Belgians and 
Americans, to the region north of Ver- 
0an, where the Americans were forg- 


g ahead despite fl«M» resistance and] 


•hnoet Insurmountable difficulties of1 
terrain. Between these points the 
French armies, assisted on each wing 
by their allies, were mighty busy In op- 
erations designed to complete the work 
of flitting off rhe retreat of the Hun 
^armies in the great pocket between 
the Holland border nnd Met?.. 
Be- 


tween the Sambre nnd the Scheldt 
fhre% British armies unpaged twenty- 
five German divisions 8nd utterly de- 
fented them, inflicting terrible losses 
a/id compelling a general retrent. On 
their right, after taking Valenciennes, 
they drove ahead through the Mormal 
forest, captured Le Quesnoy, and al- 
most reached Maubevf*. The Canadi- 
an*, oa the BHtfa.li Mfc, Mftfe equally 


After 
accomplishing 
the 
difficult 


crossing of the Sambre canal nnd then 
starting the Huns well on their way 
eastward, the French made one of the 
greatest leaps fonvnrd recorded dur- 
ing the war. Vervlns, Montcornet and 
Rethel, all German strongholds, am,1 
innumerable towns and villages of less' 
importance were taken and passed by 
the irresistible Poilus, \yith whom an 
'Italian corps was operating, and clear 
down to the Mouse'the enemy was in 
full flight. So fast did the Huns fall 
back and so close on their heels were 
.the Frencli that the Germans were 
compelled to abandon many guns and 
great stores of material,, and their 
losses in prisoners were enormous. 


Meanwhile the Yankees were car- 


rying out their part of the big drive 
by smashing through the German lines 
on both sides of the Mease,, and by 
Thursday they had entered Sedan and 
were close to Montmedy, Mezieres and 
Other important towns. 
The feat of 


the Americans in forcing the crossing 
of the Meuse river nnd canal south of 
Dun and the taking of that town was 
one of the most dashing of all the in- 
cidents of the whole war. The dough- 


i boys had to swim across the water- 
ways under heavy machine-gun fire 
and to climb the steep banks of the 
canal with the aid of grappling hooks. 
Between the river and the canal they 
had to cross a stretch of mud land 
three-quarters of a mile wide. The 
.engineers gallantly did their share, 
building pontoon and foot bridges and 
our troops, tired but Jubilant, proceed- 
ed to chase the .swiftly retreating 
Huns to the north and east. The prin- 
.clpal lateral lines of communication, 
between Metz and northern France 
and Belgium were thus cut. 


Italy took full revenge for the de- 


feat of Caporetto before the armistice 
with Austria went into effect on No-' 
vember 4. Though the submission of 
the Austrian commanders was a fore- 
gone conclusion, General Diaz didn't1 
lose a moment waiting for It, but went 
swiftly ahead with the Job • of abso- 
lutely crushing tfie enemy forces. It; 
is estimated that in that last offensive 
the Italians took"' about 500,000 pris- 
oners, and that they hold fully a mil-. 
lion Austrians in their prison camps. 
The 'value of -the material captured 
in the recent weeks is put at .$5,000,- 
000,000, and it Includes 200,000 horses; 
and : 6.000 guns. The collapse of the 
great Austrian army .was complete, 
and the scenes in the .redeemed Ital- 
ism territory 
where thousands on 


thousands -of prisoners were being 
moved were; said to be reminiscent of 
fhe retreat of Napoleon from-Moscow.

All Italy went wild with joy over 


its great victory, and the various cit- 
ies of Italia Irrident.a, now redeemed, 
greeted with acclaim the occupying 
forces of Italian troops nnd the civ- 
ilian authorities. 
Having .conquered' 


their ancient foe, the Italians dls- 
'played a remarkable spirit of forgive- 
ness and treated the defeated Austri- 
ans with utmost generosity.

- Russia remains the one field of con- 
flict, and , ft is not conceivable that 
the fighting can be kept up there for 
very long. Siberia is pretty definitely 
under the control of the allies, the 
Czecho-Klovaks and loyal Russians, at 
least as far as lines of communi- 
cation are concerned. The government 
of northern Russia has acknowledged 
the government set up nt Omsk as su- 
preme and the bolshevik! now find 
their main strength is confined to the 
Volga valley region.

Then, too, 
she realized that if Jacob remained 
In that land he would likely marry a 
heathen woman and thus defeat God's 
purpose regarding the covenant nation. 
This latter she pressed upon Isaac as 
a motive for sending him away. 


I. Jacob's Flight (v. 10). 
He was fleeing from his outraged 


brother. His flight was necessary to 
save his life. He seems not to have 
gone the common road, so as to be less 
likely overtaken by Esau, should he 
pursue him. Through forced marcn he 
reaches Bethel, a spot nearly fifty 
miles away, by nightfall.

II. Jacob's Vision (vv, 11-17). 
Jacob's soul was peculiarly tested 


PC had to leave home and mother. On 
the way to Haran night overtakes him 
and he is obliged to sleep in a field 
with a stone for his pillow and the 
canopy of heaven for a covering. It 
was under such circumstances that the 
Lord gave him the wonderful vision at 
Bethel.

1. He saw "*,.ladder reaching -jCrom 


earth" to heaven (v. 1*). 


This suggests a means of communi- 


cation between earth amtvheaven, be- 
tween'man'and'God. It showed Jacob' 
tnat in spite ofs his awful sin there 
wae a" way to heaven for him. ^ Jeans'" 
Christ" Is' the ladder "connecting' earth 
and heaven for us (John 1:51; 14:6; 
Hebrews 10:1». 20). "In the incarna- 
tion Jesus Christ descended to earth's 
lowest "depth ana "made~'a way; npqn- 
W;hteh" human feet, mig6t climb'" to 
heaven. Fortunate are uiey-who In 
the times of earth's trials discern this 
ladder 1 


2. He saw angel* of God apon the 


ladder (v. 12). 


They were ascending and descending 


upon this ladder. These angels, were 
the divine helpers to render needed as- 
sistance along life's way. Though un- 
seen,' God's angels guide and protect 
us on our earthly pilgrimage. They 
ascend unto the Father with our needs, 
and descend unto u£ with God's reply. 
Christ is a real man, end so can iden- 
tify himself with us; he is the very 
God, really divine, and so is able to lift 
us'to God and secure our reconcilia- 
tion witli hlmV 


'3. He 'saw the Lord standing above 


the ladder (vv. 13-17). 


To show Jacob that the ladder 


not merely reach into space, the per- 
sonal God appeared.and...talked with 
him. Hi-? message Is filled with infi- 
nite grace. (1) He declared the ,God 
of 
Abraham and Isaac 
(v. 13), 


thus assuring Jacob that the same 
hand that guided his fathers was over 
him. (2) He renewed the covenant as 
to the land (v. 18). Though Jacob was 
now fleeing from the land, yet the 
covenant would not fall, for Jacob and 
his seed should possess It. (3) As- 
sured him of a numerous seed (v. 14). 
They would spread abroad to the 
north, and south, and east, and west. 
(4) The divine presence with the wan- 
dering Jacob (v. 15). Though he had 
sinned and was reaping what he had 
sown, yet God was with him. 


III. Jacob's Vow (w. 18-22). 
God's gracious visitation provoked 


Jacob to make a vow. Each sight of 
Grid should cause us to renew our ob- 
ligation to him. His vow Included three 
things: (1) Dedication of himself to. 
God (v. 12). This Is the first thing to 
dos Our gifts are an abomination while 
the life is withheld from God. (2) Wor- 
ship established (vv. 18, 19). 
"This 


stone shall be God's house." Worship 
always follows dedication of one's self 
to God. There is personal communion 
between God and .those who worship 
him. 
(3) Consecration of his sub- 


stance, of his, possessions (v. 22). 
Those who have fellowship with Ged 
recognize God's claim upon their pos- 
sessions. God's grace should constrain 
ns to give of our substance to him.

The least change In percentages has 


occurred in the South Atlantic states, 
where the mutton sheep were former- 
ly a hi^h fraction and are now 68 per 


i cent of all sheep in that region, a gain 


I of 2% in ten years; the crossbreeds 


are -4 per cent, or about the same as 
ten years ago, while In all other groups 
of states they have relatively dimin- 
ished ; and^the fine-wool sheep are only 
7 per cent, a loss of nearly 3 during 
the period. 


At the present time the South Atlan- 


tic states have the lowest fraction of 
fine-wool sheep, 7 per cent, and the 1
